UN Cttee’s Vote On ne 
Korean Conference — 
Raises Many Doubts 


New York, Aug. 27. 


‘The vote in the political committee of the 
United Nations. General Assembly today, although 
favouring India’s participation _in the Korean 
peace talks actually meant that she would.not be 
recommended by the United Nations. : 

The Assembly will meet in plenary session  to- 


morrow and it is now a foregone conclusion that India will |. 


fail to gain the necessary two-thirda majority. 


The eteength of the Latin- 
American vote against India sur- 
prised many who had thought 
that there would be more abstcn- 
tions, But it had boen realised 
long before the vote was takcn 
that the intensive lobbying which 
the United States had conducted 
omong - the South American 
Repubdlies ss well os among 
European'~ and ~ Middle— Eastern 
countries had cut down the size 
of the vote in India’s favour.’ 

India did not take any part in 
the voting today at all.
